Frederick C. Gresham, who came to the town from London, England, 
in 1885. At his death he was succeeded by his brother. Dr. Arthur 
E. Gresham, who practiced here for many years. 

The first large wistaria vine was planted by J. G. Blumer in 
1887 or 8. It grew around his veranda. The second (the famous 
Wistaria Vine) was planted by Mrs. William F. Brugman in 1894 
againsit the side of her house. 

The first piano was brought to Sierra Madre by Miss Frances 
Hawks (aunt of James N. Hawks) in the early eighties. 

One of the first automobiles in this vicinity, an “Orient,” was 
owned by Percy Wright of Duarte ,in 1902. It looked like a srnaB 
buckboard and Mr. Wright and his sister drove it up to Sierra 
Madre when they attended the dances In the old Town Hall. (You 
could heal* them chug chugging from afar.) 

One of the first ping-pong sets brought to California and the 
first to Sierra Madre was brought here from London, by Percy 
South (cousin of Mrs. C. W. Bow'en) in about 1899. This game 
became “the rage” and among the enthusiastic players at that time, 
who are still living in Sierra Madre, were Mr. and Mrs. Preston 
Schwartz, Mrs. Margaretta Bain, Jim and Daisy Hawks, Florence 
and Daisy Vannier, and Edith B. Bowen. 

May Sutton, who became the world famou.s tennis champion, 
came here from Pasadena to learn the game. We beat her at first, I 
but after a little practice she conquered us all.
